THOS. DUNNE MEETS DEATH IN 

OPEN HEARTH MILL YARD 

EARLY FRIDAY MORNING. 

Thomas Dunne of 34 Miramar ave¬ 
nue, San Francisco, a laborer at the 
Pacific Coast Steel Mill, was killed by 
the Southern Pacific switch engine in 
the open hearth mill yard at 2:40 
o’clock Friday morning. 

Just how the accident happened is 
not known, as the man’s body was 
discovered by the switch crew when 
they were uncoupling a string of cars. 
His body was cut in two and fright¬ 
fully mangled. 

Dunne was 58 years of age and 
leaves a widow in San Francisco. The 
body was removed to the undertak¬ 
ing parlors of Wellar A. Stead here.

NATION’S JOE RECORD 

JUDGE E. E. CUNNINGHAM HAS 

DISTINCrriON OF BEING OLDEST 

“FOUR-MINUTE MAN” IN THE 

UNITED STATES. 

Judge E. E. (^unningham of this city 
claims the distinction of being the 
oldest “Four-Minute Man” in the 
service of the United States. 

■^I'lils developed following an article 
which appeared in the official bulletin 
of the “Four-Minute Men,” in which 
claim for the distinction was made 
by one of the members of the or¬ 
ganization in his sixty-eighth year. 

Judge Cunningham was born in 
1839, so that he tops the record of the 
former claimant by twelve years. 

Judge Cunningham has spent near¬ 
ly twenty-seven years in South San 
Francisco, and was the founder and 
first editor of The Enterprise, a posi¬ 
tion which he filled for fourteen 
years. 

He has had a varied and spectacular 
■career previous to his settling here. 
He joined the Pike’s Peak gold rush 
in 1860, served through the Civil War 
in the Nebraska Cavalry and Missouri 
Infantry, and was elected to two 
terms as State Senator from the First 
Senatorial District of Nebraska. 

In 1871 President Grant appointed 
him Surveyor-General of Nebraska 
and Iowa, from which position he re¬ 
signed in 1876. 

He located in South San Francisco 
In 1892, where he was postmaster for 
twenty-four years, and during four¬ 
teen years of that time was Justice of 
the Peace. 

From July 4, 1917, to March, 1918, 
he acted as chairman of the San 
Mateo County Exemption Board, re¬ 
signing because of ill health.

BADEN STOCK EARN AND DAIRY 

Each of us is welcome to his or her conclusions. One of my conclusions 
is that for the next fifty years the man who owns a dairy ranch, and knows 
how to work it, will enjoy better health and sleep better o’nlghts and live 
longer, and so will his wife and children, than the fat and purple plutocrat 
who owns stocks and bonds and dyspepsia. I came to this conclusion after a 
visit to the Baden Stock Farm. 

After that little Journey, ’way back in my ’innards came a feeling that 
1 wanted to be a dairy rancher, for I saw many soft-eyed, contented bovines 
that you feel you would be glad to know and associate with dally. 

Behind the herds of blooded Guernseys, from the Isle of Guernsey, and 
the Holsteins roaming the ranch, there are business brains. To place upon 
your table cream for your coffee and cereal, milk for the baby, there must be 
a magnitude of machinery, brains and system. The individual figures were 
reeled off until my head was full and brimming over with arithmetic. I can’t 
remember them all, but the total investment was soaring around one-sixth 
of a million dollars, if my memory serves at all. 

It Is easy to understand, too. Here are 700 acres of land, hundreds of 
selected dairy cows, prize bulls with names fitting a fairy prince., One of 
them; “Brownie” declares. Is the highest priced bull in California. A king’s 
ransom he is valued at, and looks to be worth it as he paws the earth, tossing 
it high about him, in the sheer joy of his power and strength. 

Ten thousand White Leghorn chickens, all of a size and pattern, have 
taken over a contract to deliver 200 dozen of eggs daily, and are doing the 
job beautifully. 

Two silos fllled with artichokes supply some of the food needs of the 
cattle. That didn’t mean much to me, either, until I heard the cost of food 
in one of them bordered on $10,000; three hundred and fifty tons of arti¬ 
chokes Is what It contains. 

A BIOT OF BEAUTY. 

The hay and grain sheds look more like the warehouses of a dealer than 
the supply of a single ranch. Spotted here and there throughout the ranch 
are buildings wherein are whirring wheels, flying belts and long troughs, all 
dedicated to the better care and culture of cattle and poultry. 

And if I had a dairy ranch I would have the front garden just as it is at 
the Baden Stock Farm—a riot of blooming plants, in all shades and colors, 
some of them well-nigh exotic. 

But I would have no bees. They’re busy things, I know, and lucrative, 
but they don’t enjoy the company of humans. The German bee is the most 
ferocious, like his names'kke. 

Don’t think I am believeing something I don’t know. Say, I’M UP ON 
BEES. Brownie told-me all about them. The advantages of Italian bees over 
Black or Caucasian. He told me the life secrets of the Queen Bee, about 
cross-polination of fruits and flowers, and other details, plus. But there 
should be a sign up “Beware of the Bee.” It’s scandalous to have a happy 
visitor stung just as he crosses the threshold of the land of Milk and Honey. 

And there are pigs, too. Not many, but enough. I’ve a confession to 
make. I’ve always liked pigs. They’re such useful animals without any 
false pride. ^ 

If you’re fortunate enough to be a guest at the ranch home and have the 
Browns ply you with fried chicken, browned to an exhiliration of delight, and 
glasses of cooled rich milk to wash it down with, you will know why, as I 
said before, that ’way back in my ’innards there was a feeling I wanted to be 
a dairy farmer. 

And oh, yes, don’t forget to see the pigs. 

The ranch is open from 7 to 7. Ask to be relieved of the lecture and 
demonstration of bee culture. 

The products of the Baden Stock Farm are now marketed through the 
Severn Dairy at Burlingame. 

Delicate pasteurizers, spotless floors, scalding vats, ice raa< hines and 
every modern equipment which this progressive age has furnished for the 
betterment of health and purication bf milk, are here installed. The man 
who advanced the theory that nature could not be improved on had never 
visited or had no knowledge of the Severn Dairy, for the appliances installed 
hero have put mankind hi their debt.

ENDORSES GEORGE KNEESE 


Louis Coynt, alias Fred (Tiger) 
Johnson, who escaped from the San 
Mateo County Jail a few years ago 
while being held for the hold-up of a 
street car near South San Francisco, 
has been shot to death while trying 
to escape from the Washington State 
Prison. 

Coynt was well known to the police 
of the bay cities, and was one of the 
most desperate criminals ever known 
here. After holding up a street car 
between South San Francisco and the 
cemeteries a few years ago, he made 
good his escape, but was subsequently 
captured by the Federal authorities 
in Sutro Forest, San Francisco, where 
he had established a cache and coun¬ 
terfeiting plant. He was positively 
Identified as the South San Francisco 
highwayman, and while being held in 
the San Mateo County Jail awaiting 
trial escaped by sawing the bars of 
his cell. 

He was later captured at Spokane, 
Wash., In a running fight with the 
police after staging several hold¬ 
ups. Later he tried to escape from 
Jail by swimming a river, but was 
captured after being wounded by one 
of bis pursuers. 

The dispatch from the north telling 
of his death follows: 

Walla Walla (Wash.), August 20.™ 
Fred (“Tiger”) Johnson, the most des¬ 
perate convict ever known in Wash¬ 
ington, was Instantly killed about 
noon by John Davison, one of the old 
est guards at the State Penitentiary 
here. 

Johnson and John Vandell, who 
killed State Labor Commissioner E 
W. Olsen, weree confined in the isola¬ 
tion ward. They had broken their 
“Oregon boots” and were trying to 
get out. Johnson, who almost killed 
a guard four months ago, refused to 
halt and was shot through the heart. 
He had committed murders in Alaska, 
California and Washington and had 
tried to kill a guard in court at Spo¬ 
kane.
